Disability of Judges. 

Attorney General John C. Hart gave 
Governor Terrell an opinion yesterday to 
the effect that under the act of i895, 
relating to the substitution of superior 
court judges in certain cases, the gover- 
nor can not appoint a judge to act In the 
place of another judge who is disqualified 
to preside on account of relationship to 
parties at interest, or having been ot 
counsel in the case or for any similar 
reason, at the expense of the state. 

The act of 1905 grew out of several 
cases in which superior court judges had 
been for a long time disabled by sick- 
ness or other causes, and provided that in 
such cases the governor shall designate 
a superior court judge of another circuit 
and hold court in case of such 
the expenses to ke paid by 
The holds that the 


attorney general 


act of 1905 wpplies only to specific cases 


of disability from bodily or mental 
causes, and jn all other cases the law 
ig just as it has heen for some years past. 
Where a judge is disqualified for any of 
the reasons stated the clerk of the su- 
perior court designates a judge pro hac 
vice from among the members of the 
bar, and the case is tried by him. 

Several inquiries have recently reached 
Governor Terrell upon this point, one or 
two judges being of the opinion that the 
governor could designate another judge 
at the state’s expense in cases of simple 
disqualification on account of relation- 
ship and similar reasons. Judge Hart’s 
opinion, handed Governor Terrell yester- 
day, settles this question, however, and 
no’ such Ree aaments: can be made.
